PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17 —The 
most amazing gubernatorial cam­

revolting against their progressive 
nominee, 
Gifford 
Pinchot, 
and 
seeking to elect the wet John M. 
Hemphill as the state's first Dem­ 
ocratic 
governor 
in 
thirty-five 
years. 
While national party leaders ex­ 
hibited great interest in the strife. 
a tremendous faction of Republi­ 
cans were following the leadership 
of William S. Yare. Philadelphia 
czar, and W. W. Atterbury, former 
Republican national committeeman 
in opposing Pinchot. They support­ 
ed Hemphill, not as a Democrat, 
but as the candidate of the newly- 
improvised 
liberal 
party. 
Both 
sides 
predicted 
victory 
but the 
outcome was actually in doubt. 
If the election were held this 
week, Pinchot probably would win. 
due to his superior organization 
of the state. 
But there was evi­ 
dence of a definite trend in the 
Republican party against tho nom­ 
inee and by election day, he may 
he a badly-beaten candidate. 
The issues were manifold. Pin­ 
chot has assailed the supporters of 
his Democratic opponent, rather 
than the candidate. 
The former 
governor has varied between a t­ 
tacking public utilities, who. he as­ 
serts. will dominate Hemphill, and 
the Vare organization in Philadel­ 
phia, which led the revolt. He bas 
declared he will restore the state 
government to the people, improve 
laboring conditions and stamp out 
graft. 
On the other side of the fence, 
rebel Republican s have attacked 
Pinchot as a menace to business 
Stability, declaring his fight against 
utilities 
will 
lncreas e unemploy­ 
ment. ham per industry and destroy 
the 
value 
of 
utility 
securities. 
Hemphill, thus far. has made a 
straight out anti-prohibition cam­ 
paign. demanding that Pinchot an­ 
nounce w hether he will veto a bill, 
repealing the state dry law. 
Three developments tended to 
helo Hemphill and injure Pinchot. 
One was the fighting campaign of 
James M. Maurer, former president 
of tbs Pennsylvania state federa­ 
tion of labor and Socialist candi 
date for governor. Maurer has de­ 
voted his campaign chiefly to as­ 
sailing the record of Pinchot dur­ 
ing the latter'? former term as gov­ 
ernor. M aurer has branded Pin­ 
chot as the foe of organized labor 
and has charged that he betrayed 
labor by defeating a workman's 
compensation act some years ago. 
In the city of Philadelphia. Pin­ 
chot has been helped by Mayor 
Harry A. Mackay, who broke with 
Yare some tim e past. Mackay is­ 
sued an announcem ent that the 
number of city employes would he 
slashed one-third on January first. 
This was taken as a gentle hint 
that those city employes, bolting 
to Hemphill, would he forced to 
hunt Jobs shortly after the elec­ 
tion. It had a tendency to solidify 
the mayor’® organization 
behind 
Pinchot. 
The third development favoring 
Pinchot has been his reiterated a t­ 
tacks on Vare. In his latest assault, 
Pinchot demanded that Yare tell 
where he earned a million-dollar 
income and charged the Vare or­ 
ganization with existing on gtaft.

In all this confusion, the name 
of James J. Davis, secretary of la­ 
bor, and Republican nominee for 
the the senate, seldom appears.

..ladow.

failure. 
Now we have two new ideas competing with American democracy. 
One of these is dictatorship. It says that the people have tried to man- 
ig t their own affairs, and have made such a mess of it that the rights 
popular government should be withdrawn and the power given into 
.he hands of men of dominating capacity. Tile American people can 
not see how these dictators are going to be any wiser, any more just. 
■>r any more efficient managers, than the kings who were thrown out 
of office because of their failures. 
The other idea now competing with American democracy is com­ 
munism. Our people feel it was tried out in primitive history by many 
o* the early races of man. and that no nation ever advanced to civiliza­ 
tion and progress under this scheme. It looks to them like setting tne 
we rid bark foi centuries, and they believe it will be Just as bad a fail­ 
ure as the rule of kings and dictators.
